~ ‘I can’t sleep when | know 
someone else is hungry’

“OCEANSIDE— If Brother Benno had a motto it 
would probably be, “Don’t take without giving.” 
And giving is what the monk-at St. Charles Priory 
specializes in doing. 

For the past four years, Benedictine Brother 
Benno Garrity has spent his evenings driving 
through the poverty-stricken areas of this 
oceanfront community and the outlying foothills 
bringing food, furniture, and clothing to needy 
persons who know the monk well. 


BROTHER BENNO IS also famous among the 
local businessmen, farmers, and residents for his 
tasty homebaked whole wheat bread. Each 
Wednesday Brother Benno.and about 10 helpers 
bake 500 loaves of bread at the monastery. But 
Brother Benno does not bake the bread for the 
poor but for the affluent. 


“We take the bread to people who can help the 
poor. We don't ask them for anything but the 
response is very good,” explained Brother Benno. 


Foodstuff that otherwise would have been 
thrown away Sy sapermarkets. cav-old dcugmnits, 
usable furniture, and other materials are some of 
the donations the monk has procured through his 
delivery of bread. 


“IVE BEEN GIVEN hundreds of gallons of milk 
that was outdated yet it was still good fora couple 
of days. Once | got a truckload of tomatoes. And 
another time | got six pickup loads of greenbeans. 
That's a lot of greenbeans,” he chuckled. 


“Don’t ask me how old | am because | won't tell 
you I’m 71,” added the hearty monk who 
maintains a back-breaking schedule. 


His day begins at 5:30 in the morning, and he 
returns to the Benedictine monastery atop Benet 
Hill, where he has lived for 20 years, long after 
the other monks and priests are asleep. 


“| CAN’T SLEEP myself when | know someone 
else is hungry,” he observed. 


Brother Benno’s work is heartwarming...and 
heartbreaking. When he finishes his daily chore of 
cooking the noon and evening meals, he loads up 
his Chevrolet pickup with food and heads down 
the steep dirt road, sometimes with a helper but 
oftentimes not. “The good Lord sends many good 
friends,” he says. aes 

“| go down almost every day to pick up food. 
Every night | go and feed the farmworkers and 
poor people.” 

HIS TRAVELS TAKE him to the packing sheds in 
the fields and to tenement housing and the red 
pickup draws people out in astonishing numbers. 

“Sometimes three families share an apartment 
and have no furniture, so they sleep on the floor. 
Out in the fields many of the men sieep on the 
ground,” he explained. 

Strawberries and doughnuts are favorites with 
the children that crowd around the pickup. 


“GO AHEAD. TAKE more strawberries. Have a 
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doughnut,” Brother Benno urges. He looks at one 
young girl and tells her, “You'll have to pay for 
those strawberries.” And with a big chuckle he 
adds, “That'll be two Our Fathers plus tax.” 


With his smattering of Spanish, Brother Benno 
asks the same question at each stop. “Do you: 
need anything?” There is often a request for 
shoes, beds or chairs. 

AFTER THE FOOD is gone the work is only half 
finished for the jovial monk. He then heads for the 
alleys and backdoors of the town searching for

NORTH AMERICAN CARDINALS MEET POPE —Five 
North American cardinals met the pope in separate 
audiences. Cardinals John Krol of Philadelphia and 
Terence J. Cooke of New York met privately with the pope 
June 22. 


Three Canadian prelates, Cardinals Maurice Roy of 
Quebec, G. Emmett Carter of Toronto and George Flahive 
of Winnipeg, had audiences.on June 21. As with all private 
audiences, the Vatican released no details on the 
meetings. 


VATICAN OFFICIALS TO CONFER — Pope John Paul will 
confer with members of the college of cardinals, the 
Roman Curia and the vicariate of Rome two days before 
beginning his trip to Brazil. They will gather in the Paul VI 
audience hall at 11 a.m., June 28, the feast of Sts. Peter 
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and Paul. No indication was given of the topic of the 
meeting, but Vatican sources said the pope would 
probably talk about the central administration of the 
church. 


LAICIZATION PROCESS REVIEWED — For the first time 
since he became pope, John Paul Il has begun a regular 
process of reviewing laicization requests and has granted 
some besides those dispensed uhder “deathbed” terms. 
From several reliable sources NC News Service learned 
that in mid-June the pope had started acting on a backlog 
of the estimated 4,000 requests from priests wanting to be 
laicized —that is, released from their priestly rights and 
duties. 


The pope intends to act on around 50 cases a week, the 


sources said. They also predicted issuance soon of a new © 


Vatican document that will include stricter norms for 
laicization than those in effect under Pope Paul VI. Under 
Pope Paul about 30,000 laicizations, were granted. 

VIETNAM SEMINARY REOPENS — The recent reopening 
of the seminary in Hanoi, Vietnam, will help Vietnamese 
Catholics attain their right to an adequate number of 
priests, the pope told Vietnamese bishops. He also 
included a warning against priests becoming involved in 
non-religious matters. 


Praising the “courage, generosity and loyalty” of the 


_ Vietnamese church, Pope John Paul said that because of 


those traits its laymen deserve to have an adequate 
number of priests to meet their spiritual needs. “It is 
necessary, therefore, that candidates (for the 
priesthood) — and they are numerous — be able to receive 
intellectual and spiritual formation in seminaries as the 
church intends,” he said. 


MORAL VALUES STRESSED — Pope John Paul JI urged 
the Irish to preserve moral and spiritual values. The call 
came in an address to Ireland’s new ambassador to the 
Holy See. “I confidently hope that Ireland will continue to 
safeguard and advance these values both at home and, to 


the extent that she can, throughout the world,” the pope - 


said. 


“The world needs awareness of and respect for human 
rights, the surpassing dignity of each individual person, 
freedom to seek and adhere to the truth, and the duty to 
cooperate with others for the good of all in understanding, 
brotherhood and peace.” = 
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Emergency shelter 
for women to open 


SAN DIEGO— House of Rachel, an emergency shelter 
for women in crisis established by Catholic Community 
Services and the United Methodist Church (METRO), was 
opened to inspection by the public last week in East San 
Diego. 

The two-story apartment building will-house women 
referred to the shelter by sociai service agencies, said 
Sister Raymonda DuvVall, director of the project. 


“THIS IS A PLACE for somebody who needs some time to 
find a job or get an education. We are looking to help 
women who are making an effort to help themselves,” she 
said. 


The House of Rachel will officially open July 2 and will 
initially accept six women. 

Length of stay will be limited to 45 days and residents 
will be required to follow policies set forth by the shelter, 
such as no drinking or drugs, meeting curfew hours and 
performing household chores. 


THE UPPER FLOOR will temporarily house Jesuit 
volunteers working in the San Diego diocese. The first floor 
has been completely furnished by the Mexican-American 
Neighborhood Organization (MANO) and a wardrobe 
hangs in each closet. 


The shelter has kitchen facilities and a lounge for the 
residents. 


“We tried to find a woman in the Old Testament to name 
the shelter after. Rachel had a few bad breaks and made 
some poor decisions but she was ever loved and blessed 
by God,” ‘said Sister Raymonda. 

It is for this woman of the Old Testament, with her 
humanness, her struggle and survival, that the House of 

_Rachel takes its name, she said.

‘How close are Catholics and Lutherans? 


SAN DIEGO—Catholics and Lutherans need to stress 
the areas on which they agree if they are to continue 
toward unity, urged a Catholic and a Lutheran theologian 
who were in San Diego last week. 


Father Carl J. Peter, dean of the School of Religious 
Studies at the Catholic University of America, Washington, 
D.C., told Southern Cross, “If we stress what unites us, 
what divides us won’t go away, but will fall into a context 
that will make it more amenable to being dealt with.” 


THE REV. Carl E. Braaten, professor of systematic 
theology at the Lutheran School of Theology in Chicago, 
combined with Father Peter to present talks on “Howclose 
are Catholics and Lutherans?” at a Catholic-Lutheran 
liturgical service at the University of San Diego observing 
the 450th anniversary of the Augsburg Confession. 


The confession is a basic Lutheran statement on faith 
presenting the Lutheran movement as compatible with 


membership in the Catholic Church. Catholic rejection of - 
it led to the separate denomination existence of the 


Lutheran Church. 


However, in his talk at the service, Dr. Braaten said 
Lutheranism is not an independent, denominational 
church, but a movement. 

“WE ARE A confession. We exist for the reform of the 
Church of Jesus Christ by the canon of the Gospel,” he 
stated. 

“We don’t expect the Catholic Church or anyone in the 
Protestant world to subscribe to this Lutheran confession. 
It is enough we agree on the essentials of the Gospel,

Father Peter at the service said the Catholic and 
Lutheran “memories of the truth we share in the Augsburg 
Confession should be strong enough to motivate us to work 
on those areas where we are still divided. 


“AND THAT'S THE value of celebrating the Augsburg 
Confession. It’s an opportunity for Catholics and Lutherans 
to realize they share more with regard to beliefs than they 
have heretofore expected. 


“On the other hand, it also shows there are areas where 
we are-not in agreement on the Augsburg Confession, and 
it points us to the areas of unfinished business,” Father 
Peter said. 


Part of that unfinished business, according to Dr. 
Braaten, is the Catholic teaching on the infallibility of the 
pope. 

The Catholic-Lutheran dialogue has reached a point of 
impasse on the topic of papal infallibility, he said. 

FATHER PETER told SC that there is other “unfinished 
business” in unity efforts with Lutherans besides papal 
infallibility, such as the ordained ministry, the Eucharist, 
justification and Mary. 

Father Peter, who was a member of the Roman Catholic- 
Lutheran Bilateral Ecumenical Consultation, and Dr. 
Braaten, former editor-in-chief of Dialog: A Journal of 
Theology, were brought to San Diego by the Continuing 
Education Office of the University of San Diego to conduct 
a five-day theological institute.

The Vatican’s Congregation for the 
Sacraments has just issued an instruction 
which insists on a whole set of details 
regarding Eucharistic worship. 


-When | was ordained 
seminarians were drilled in precise detail 
on every element of the liturgy. How far to 
bend in each of several bows, hands at 
shoulder height and width during the 
orations, where the right hand was to be 
when the left hand was turning pages of 
the missal, and on and on. 


THAT WAS THE WAY things were done; | 
didn’t question them. 


In the years after the Council, when 
creativity, adaptation and free-wheeling 
became the style for many liturgical 
celebrations, | did have a lot of questions. 


Some of the changes clearly enhanced 
the liturgical celebration, were consistent 
with the theological reality, contributed to 
an appreciation of this unique form of 
worship. 


OTHER ADAPTATIONS JUST seemed 
flaky, distortions of the theological reality, 
examples of bad taste. #3 =e 


“| never seem to have the time,” she said

Find time? Nobody | know finds time. We 
divide it, conserve it, and squander it but 
we don’t find it. It’s about the only 
commodity that is available to each of us 


..in equal amounts. The use of it is what 


makes it seem unequal. 


TIME CAN BE VIEWED and utilized in 
many ways. Here I’d like to discuss two. 
The first is time-gulps or short periods of 
time that consume a lifetime. We can 
either use them or lose them while waiting 
for the fantasy of long uninterrupted 
periods of time during which we think we 
can fulfill our dreams: write a book, 
become a gourmet cook, build a boat, 
study German, or jog. That’s the second 
way: of looking at time pertinent to this

But gradually | became accustomed to 
the greater flexibility which allowed the 
liturgy to express the situation of a 
particular congregation, its concerns and 
needs. In fact, | found myself very 
uncomfortable going out to a parish to 
lead the Eucharistic worship and proclaim 
the gospel to a group of parishionérs who 
were complete strangers to me. 


The feeling was something like trying to 
be part of an emotional family celebration 
when | didn’t really know the members of 
the family or its history. 

ON THE OTHER HAND, some of my 
most deeply .felt celebrations of, the 
Eucharist occurred with special groups, 
on occasions of joy or sorrow or anxiety,

worship. 


In some of these special celebrations, | 
did not observe ail the liturgical rules — 
either because the circumstances made it 
impossible or because they became

| tend to make usé of the half hours in 
my days so that puts me in the first 
category. | would prefer having a whole 
day or week to think about and write a 
short piece, but whole days are hard to 
come by so | take what | can get and take 
it gratefully.

for the whole world. 


The-needs and circumstances of the © 
various-cultures are too different to allow 
such instructiofs to be truly effective in 
improving the liturgy. 


It would seem appropriate that general 
guidelines and cautions should be given to 
conferences of bishops. But the specific 
problems and emphases should be dealt 
with by church authorities who are living © 
with the local churches. 


| ACCEPT THE AUTHORITY of the 
instruction, though Istill believe that some 
exceptions can be justified by extraor- 
dinary circumstances. 


My point, however, is that in practice the 
church is still along way from that respect 
for the local church which was proclaimed 
by Vatican Il. 


But, as I’ve remarked before, we are still 
only 15 years away from the Council. 
Delays are irritating, but it would be naive 
to expect such a tradition-bound 
institution to adapt easily to a new vision.

| do not mean that in the way of 
“sensitivity sessions” nor of the often 
rather overwhelming emotionalism 
fostered in some encounter type groups, 
but as a gesture between two people that 
says more than words may express.

WE USE OUR HANDS to communicate a 
variety of emotions and messages. Artists 
pay a great deal of attention to the 
positioning and attitude of hands in their 
portraits for this reason. The serene hands 
of the Mona Lisa, for instance, reflect the 
enigma of her smile. The light pressure of 
a Madonna’s. hands upon her breast 
suggests a humility and docility we 
associate with Mary.

change in the number of holy days of 
obligation? 


A: The state of the situation is that the 
bishops of the country participated in a 
survey that ended on June 15. The 
purpose was to determine the feasibility of 
reducing the number of holy days from six 


to two, keeping Christmas and the 


Immaculate Conception and eliminating 
January 1, Ascension, Assumption and All 
Saints. 


The basic arguments favoring the 
change are that, in the first place, the holy 
days are not well observed by reasons of 
attendance; secondly, that the concomi- 
tant obligation about refraining from 
servile work is virtually impossible to keep 
(Is it not interesting that Catholic schools 
remain open on these days? In fact, the 
only Catholic institution in the whole 
diocese that closes is the chancery 
office!); and, finally, it is alleged that “the 
scheduling challenges many Catholics’ 
understanding of the Sunday Mass 
obligation and causes constant confusion 
when the holy days fall on Saturday or 
Monday. ; 


“Hence, the change will help clarify why

Structure! In some religious circles that 
is a bad word. To connect structure with 
religion, they claim, is to put God in a box. 
It is the institutionalizing of the Spirit. And 
that’s not good. 


The most radical of these “free-the- 
Spirit” buffs would hold that any kind of 
limitation put on religious realities is a 
form of manipulation of the divine. 
Creedal formulas, therefore, must go; 
they're only human attempts to express 
the inexpressible. All rituals must go; 
basically it’s only magic, playing with the 
ghostly. And above all, hierarchy, or the 
ranking of religious persons in a gradation 
of command, is harmful to the free human 
spirit. 

IT ALL SOUNDS so right. Whois going to 
argue against untrammeled freedom? 
Who is going to say, “This is the way we 
express our faith”? Who would dare devise

creation as a bare point of contact 
between God and Man. He envisioned 
divinity reaching out to transmit the 
infinite power of life, fingertip to fingertip, 
to the outstretching hand of mankind. 

The presence or blessing of God the 
Father or Jesus, the Son, is often 


symbolized by a raised hand, open or with. 


two fingers erect. And we often speak of 
the “hand of God.” 


THE PHRASE “hand-in-hand” denotes 
an affinity of closet friendship. “Take my 
hand” is an invitation to trustfulness. We 
represent brotherhood in clasped hands 
and affection with the touch of a palm 
against a person’s face. And a clenched 
fist leaves no doubt of someone's anger or 
frustration, while the pointed finger 
accuses even in silence or, maybe, points 
the way out of a dilemma. 


Some years back the Christmas cover of 
a magazine showed a child’s head resting 
in the tender, gentle grasp of older hands 
which seemed to drawthe child into a star- 
filled universe. It seemed symbolic of the 
loving gesture of God in leading and 
guiding his incarnated son—an obedient 
and trusting child—into the threatening

a rite that is guaranteed to channel the 


divine grace? Who would lay hands on 


another and declare that other an official 
minister of religion? 


The answer, of course, is that God does 
all this. It is He Himself who accepts the 
limits of humanity, the crutches of ritual, 
the boundary lines of.structure. And the 
Scriptures give more than adequate 
evidence of this kind of divine 
condescension. 


When God called Abraham and made a 
promise to him, He began a series of self- 
limitations that would never cease. Israel 
became His people because He chose 
them; they did not choose Him. His own 
unfettered love tied Him irreversibly to 
this one nation, 

WHEN SAMUEL anointed the young 
David in anticipation of his future 
kingship, we.read that the Spirit of God 
came upon him “from that day on” (1 
Samuel 16:15). What does that mean? 


It means that, for good or bad, God’s 
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world of man’s sinfulness. 


It seemed-+to me that the whole wonder 
of God's relationship with us lies. within 
this simple concept and Michelangelo's 
powerful vision. Between the merest 
brush of contact that signified the 
immense explosion of creation and the 
intimate human concern for emerging life 
there seems to be a fascinating 
theological development. But each idea 
tells of the importance of touch in the ways 
of human beings. : ‘ 


IN OUR CONSTANT search for true 
meaning of life we come back again and 
again to the human need for love and for 
confidence in God's very personal love for 
us. The very words we use indicate our 
need. We speak of “reaching out” in prayer 
and often our raised hands do just that. We 
speak of the dead entering into “God’s 
loving embrace.” ; 


When people we love are involved in 


situations beyond our help or control, we 
place them “in God’s hands,” and by that 
we mean that we have released them to 


him and his infinite compassion and . 


power. We have slipped our own uncertain 


Spirit had bound Himself to David’s house, 
the Davidic dynasty: “Your house and your 
kingdom shall endure forever before me...” 
(2 Samuel 7:16). Now that is institutionali- 
zation of the Spirit if anything is! But He 
does it Himself. 


WHEN JESUS CAME, did He do away 
with these self-limitations which the 
Father had opted for Himself? Incarnation 
is the most obvious argument that He did 
not. Incarnation in this flesh, of this 
people, at this time and place, of this 
woman—it all says structure in no 
uncertain terms. : 


In the light of this kenotic activity (and 
“kenotic” means self-emptying, a way of 
expressing God’s willingness to abide by 
human structure), we shall not be 
surprised to find in the New Testament 
Scriptures things like creedal formulas, 
ritual and sacraments, and, yes, 
hierarchical structure.

recently, “No trial oppressed Luther's 


spirit more often in his later life than this 
recognition that structure was. inevita- 
ble...”

St. Peter’s Basilica June 22 as Pope John Paul II beatified 
the “Lily of the Mohawks,” Kateri Tekakwitha, and four 
European missionaries to North and South America. 


The tribal regalia of more than 100 North American 
Indians added a festive note to the ceremony, and U.S. 
Catholics had key roles in every aspect of the liturgy. 


A two-and-a-half-hour ceremony featured nine 
languages including that of the Mohawk Indian tribe. It was 
the first time that the Indian tongue had been used in a 
liturgical rite at the Vatican. ; 


POPE. JOHN PAUL used five languages — Italian, 
' Portuguese, Spanish, French and English—in his homily 
at the Mass. . 

“In this day of glory (the newly beatified) remind us that 
we are all called and required to follow the sanctity and 
perfection of our own state and that the church... by its 
nature is missionary and must follow the same road 
followed by Christ, that is the road of poverty, obedience, 
and sacrifice of self until death,” the pope said.

for the family 


NEW YORK (NC) —At first glance, and even at second, 
the outlook for families looking for a good movie to see 
together does. not seem too brilliant this summer. 


“The Empire Strikes Back”’is suitable for all but young 
children. The intensity of some of its action sequences, 
particularly a duel in which Luke Skywalker loses a hand, 
makes it questionable for them. 


THIS IS NOT to recommend “Empire” without some 
significant ‘reservations, however. Its story line is not 
nearly as good as was that of “Star Wars” and itis weighted 
down with a certain amount of pretentiousness which was 
not at all in evidence in “Star Wars.” 


The animated “Bon Voyage, Charlie Brown,” which takes 
the Peanuts gang to France, is family fare, of course, but it 
is another picture that can’t be recommended without 
reservations. 


Neither animation nor the demands of a story long 
enough for a feature film seem compatible with the style of 
Peanuts, so heavily dependent on one-liners and 
vignettes. The more you are attached to Peanuts in its 
original form, the less likely you are to enjoy this movie, 


“THE LAST FLIGHT of Noah's Ark” from Walt Disney also 
is a film for all family members, a saga of seedy, down-on- 
his-luck. pilot Elliott Gould ferrying a menagerie of farm 
animals, tended by missionary Genevieve Bujold and 
adorable orphans Tammy Lauren and Ricky Schroder, 
across the Pacific in an ancient B-29. 


It has some of the standard Disney implausibilities built 
into it, but it also has a certain charm. The impression the 
performers give is that everyone is having a good time. 


Not to drop reservations altogether, but by all means see 
“Touched by Love,” a wonderful film for the entire family. 
This wholly unpretentious movie, based upon a true story, 
is beautifully acted by young Diane Lane and Deborah 
Raffin. 


MISS LANE PLAYS a teen-age girl stricken with cerebral 
palsy who writes a letter to Elvis Presley and receives an 
answer and more. 

Besides ‘its value as heart- warming entertainment, abe 
way in which it depicts severely handicapped children 
cannot help but be beneficial to younger viewers, 
especially in our hedonistic, materialistic society which 
tries to ignore all that threatens to be unpleasant.
